He found a great variety of 
foi) and fituation—fometimes. a low flat 
country, whofe whole furface is over- 
flowed by the river in the wet feafon— 
fometimes high and eligible; and at o- 
thers broken, and rolling ; but generally 
fertile and capable of the highe(t culti- 
vaticns. He afcended the river about! 
g¢6 miles, and found it uniformly gentle 
and beautiful—(the vélocity of the cur- 
rent not being more than half a mile an. 
hour) from Boto 100 yards in width,and 
capable of being navigated with boats, 
(with but. few obftructions, which are 
eafily. removed) as high as the Little Mif- 
fouri,. a diftance_of 450 miles. The

This morning a gentleman arrived from 
that iland, who was in the engagement, 
and obliged us with the following parti- 
culars, of the veracity of which our read- 
ers may rely:—‘¢ On Friday laft, about 
5 o'clock in the morning, an alarm was 
hred from Forc Young, on the appearance 
of feveral heavy fhips,- which, at thar 
time, were fuppofed to be Britifh men of 
war, with fome merchantmen under con- 
voy. About two hours after day jizht, a 
fhot having been fired from the Fort, 
they hoifted the French Imperial colors,

At the opening of the legiflative body 
which took place on the 26th, a variety 
of ceremonies were obferved applicable 
to the recent change of the government.

_ * Gentlemen, deputies'to the depart- 
ment to the legiflative body, gentlemen 
tribunes and members of my council of 
‘{tate, I now appear before you to prefide 
at the opening of your feffion. The 
character which [am anxious to imprefs 
on your tabors, is at once the moft au- 
gut and the moft imperious. 
mapiftrates, foldiers, citizens, we’ have 
alone in our-career one obje¢t—the ia- 
yerefts of our country. If the throne, 
on which providence and the withes‘of 
the nation have placed me, beat all dear 
tomy heart, it is only, becaufe it gives 
me the power of protecting and preferv- 
ing the moft facred interefts of the 
Frencli people... Without 4 ftrong and 
paternz! goveanment,France would have 
had to dread the return of all the mife- 
ries which it has formerly endured: Im: 
becility 'in:the fupreme power is the 
greate{t calamity which. čan befal a na- 
tion.

Mr. Prefident—We. feel fo ftrong a 
_eliance on the juitice, impartiality and 
-difcernmėgt of this. honorable court, 

that nothing but an anxious regard for 
«ahe character and feelings of the honor- 
sable gentleman who is the object of this 
«= Profecution, and a folicitude to remove 
even the flighteft imputation of impro 
 - priety or incorretnefs that may reit on 
bis conduét, could induce us to occupy 
“any portion of that time which we kaow 
tobe fo precious, by the introduction 
of teftimony on his part. We believe 
the charges to be utterly unfapported, by 
the teftimony adduced on the. part. of 
the profecution’; and had we no other 
object than a mere legal acquittal, we 
- fhould cheerfully: reft the cafe on that 
teftimony. But we are aware that fome 
parts of the honorable judge’s-codduét, 
-~ though not criminal. nor punithable by 
_. impeachment, may, if left without ex- 
planation, appear in an unfavorable light 
Weare prepared with teftimony to give 
this explanation ; to fhew that through 
ail the tranfactions which form the mat- 
ter of this profecution, he has been go- 
vernéd by $s pureft motives, and that 
‘whatever errors he mağ have committed, 
are trivial in\ themfelves, are imputable 
takan iniy alone, and we:e in: 
» ftantiy-cotre€ted: by himfelf. ‘This tef- 
timony we tequelt the permiffion of this 
honorable court to produce. Butacon- 
{cioufnels of the rong ground on which 
we ftand, and a recolleQion of the very 
- inportant public bufinefs which- now 
refles on the attention of this honora- 
ble court, in its legiilative capacity, have 
determined us to wave.our right to a-ge- 
` néral opening of ‘our cafe ; and to con- 
_ fine ourfelyes, in this ftage of the caufe, 
to a brief fatemenc of the point to which 
our teftimony will be directed. 

On the firft article, which relates to 
the conduct of judge Chafe inthe trial 
of John Fries for treafon, we thall pro- 
duce teftimony to fhew, that the opinion 
contained in the paper which the judge 
delivered to the prifoner’s counfel was 
not oaly. jegal, but-had- been twice ex- 
prefsly decided, and once admitted in the 
fame court, and had before that trial 
‘een laid down’ as a general principle of

THE fuggeftion of a. gentleman of 
{plendid- talents and clear difcernment, 
in all legal and governmental quefifons, 
that the law for abolifhing the general 
court, and court of appeals, could not 
have conftitutiona! efficacy for that pur- 
pofe, unleis it received the affent of two 
thirds of all the members Of each branch |}. 
of the general afiembly, induced: me to 
take areview of the from of. govern- 
ment, fo fele& thofe feétions which 
confer particiular rights on the citizens 
of Maryland who refide on the eaftern 
fhore, and to make the following obfer- 
vations, with the view of attracting the 
public attention tothe fubject. 

The contemplated change in the ju- 
diciary of Maryland, by® abolifhing the 
general court and court of appeals, is 
oftoo much importancé not to merit 
and occupy the thoughts of alf who feel 
an intereft in the pure adminiftration of 
juftice. Itis ñoť my intention, at this 
time, to confider the policy of the pro- 
pofed change, orto point out the de- 
fects of the fyftem inteneded as a fub- 
ftitute for the one to be abolifhed, but fhall 
confine my remarks to the conftitution- 
ality of the law which has paffed for the 
purpofe of effeRingachange in the judi- 
ciary. 

The conftitution has fecured certain 
particular tights to the people refident on 
the eaitern fhore of Maryland, of which 
they cannot be deprived,byany alteration 
of the-conftituttion,unlefs fuch alteration 
is concurred in by' two’ thirds of all the 
members of each branch of the legil- 
ture, and the law, confirmatory thereof, 
is affented to in the fame manner. 

This. reftri&tion of the legiflative 
authority was Confidered,as an important

The meeting adjourns to meet again 
on the 28th inft. at 3-0°clock, P..

At amecting of the Philanthropic 
Society for the reliefvof free blacks, &c

The committee appointed at the laft 
meeting to draw up a Conftitution, pro- 
duced one accordingly, which after fe- 
veral readings, and fome amendments, 
was agreed on, and figned by all prefent, 
and is as follows, viz. 

PREAMBLE OF THE 

PHILANTHROPIC SOCIETY 

FOR THE 


Relief and protection of free blacks. and 


people of colour unlawfully heidin bond- 
age, or otherwise oppressed. 

IT having pleated the Creator of the 
world to make of one fefh all the chil- 
dreñ of men, it becomes them to con- 
fult and promote each others happinefs 
as members of the family, however di- 
verified they may be by colour, ficuation, 
religion, or different ftates petSaicry:- 

Such commerce in the human {pecies 
having been uniformly: petnicious and 
difgraceful to every country in which it 
hag been exercifed. Long experience 
has fufficiently attefted its repugnance 
to found policy, to good morals, tothe 
rights of mankind, and tothe facred ob- 
ligations of the Chrifti religion. The 
free Canititution of the United States 
{uffers violence by fuchAillicit practices. 
Their fundamental principles declare the 
original and i 


inhefent equality of man- 
kind. . And on this ra liberal ba- 


fis {tands odr liberty and political hap- 
pinefs-“And if iple of flavery 
were in itfelf julfi g it is impofhble 
to vindicate upo onal grounds the 
illegal exercife of it.’ “Many perfons en- 
titled to freedom-by the laws and confti- 
rations of the feveral ftates, are detained 
by fraud or violence. Every good citi- 
zen is decply interefted in the impartial 
adminiftration of juftice,~ and ~confe- 
q uently in the prevention of fuch illegal 
and unjait proceedings. 

“thé cultivation of the minds of thofe 
that may be emancipated, in order to 
eradicate the habits and vices of flavery, 
is an object highly worthy of public at- 
tention, Society has fuffered injury and 
is in danger of fuffering more, from 
neglecting the education of black per- 
fons of colour. 

_ Imprefled” with the importance of 
thofe fentiments, the fubfcribers have 
affociated ander the title of the PHI- 
LANTHROPIC SOCIETY for the re- 
lief and pretection of free blacks and 
people of colour unlawfully héid.in bon- 
dage, or otherwife opprefied; and for 
effecting thefe purpofes have adopted the 
followin 


= CONSTITUTION. _ 

ARTICLE 1. - The officers of the 
Society fhall confift of a Prefident, Vice 
Prefident, Secretary, Treafurer, and an 
A@ting Committee of five members. 

ART. 2. The Prefident, or in his 
abfence the Vice Prefident. fhall have 
power to preferve decorum—determine 
all difputes and differences with refpedt 
to order—ebferve that the principle de- 
fign of meeting together is ftrictly at- 
tended to 3 he fhall fign all public acts of 
the Society, and have power to calla 
[pecial meeting when the acting com- 
mittee may deem it necuflary, He with 
the vice-prefident, fhall be chofz:n arau- 
ally by ballot. 

ArT. 3. The Secretary fhall keep: a 
fair account of the proceedings of the 
Society ; and with the acting committee 
(hall corre{pond wish  perfons and focie- 
ties, as may be judged neceffary, to pro- 
mote the objects of this affociation. He 
fhall be chofen annually: by ballot. 

Art. 4. The Treafurer on being ap- 
pointed to his offiee, fhall give bond to 
the Prefident for the ufe of the fociety, 
ina fum not lefs than two hundred dol- 
lars, conditioned for the faithful per- 
formance of the truft repofed in. him ; 
he fhall pay all bills drawn on him figned 
by the Prefident, or on his death, ab. 
fence, or refignation, by the Vice Pre- 
ident and any two of the AQing Com- 
mittee, provided he hath funds fufficient 
in hishands; and at the expiration of 
his office fhall deliver up all monies, and 
other effects belonging to the fociety, to 
ais fucceffor. He fhall be chofen annu- 
ally by ballot. 

ART. 5. The A@ing r fhal] 
se chofen by ballot at the firt- meeting 
of the fociety ; three members of which 
{hall conftitute a quorum, who fhall at 
‘he expence of the fociety tranfact fuch 
bufinels.as may occur during its recefs; 
(hey. may retain counfellors at law, and 
(hail keep minutes of their proceediogs

Agr. 6. In cafe of the abfencé of 
the Prefident, Vice Prefident, or Secre- 
tary, a majority of the members prefent 
fhall appoint perfons to a€ in their ref- 
pective ftations for that time. Two or 
more members may adjourn a meeting. 

Arr. 7. The ftated meetings of the 
fociety fhall be every three months, viz. 
on the feventh day of the week previous 
to the fitting of the courts in the fifth 
and eleventh months, and the fecond fe- 
venth day in the fecond and eighth 
months, at the place which fhall be ap- 
pointed from time to time by a majority 
of the members prefent, far the purpofe 
of receiving reports from committees, 
and for all matters of moment that may 
occur. 

ArT. 8. Each mémber fhall pay to 
the Treafurer or his order, fifty cents 
every quarter; and if any.member neg- 


le&t or refufe to pay his quota the-third’ 


quarter, the Treafurer fhall furnith him 
with kis account within one month next 
enfaing, and if it remain unpaid the 
fourth quarter, it fhall be put to vote, 
whether he fha!l continue longer a mem- 
ber, 
wife fhall be deemed ftock, 

Arr. g. Perfons who do not -refide 
in this {tate may be admitted correfpond- 
ing members of this fociety by the Aét- 
ing Committee without being fubje& to 
any annual - or quarterly payments, and 
fhall be permitted to vote atthe meetings 
of the focie ty on complying with the 
regulations of the twelfth article. 

ART. 10. Every member fhall have a 
right to exprefs his: fentiments with de- 

ceney, ftanding. up while fpeaking, and 
it faail be deemed iudecorous-for one to 
interrupt another, or indecently refle& 
on,‘or ridicule’a member for peculiari- 
ties in his manner of (peéch or delivery ; 
each member fhail endeavor to preferve 
order, which if any negle& or refule to 
obferve, it fhail be put to vote whether 
he fhall be expelled. 

Art. 11. A book fiall be kept by the 
Acting Committee for the purpofe -of 
entering the names of all thofe charged 
with practices contrary'to the defign of 
this' inftirution, and the fame fhall re- 
main open againtt him, her or them, 
until clofed by a report of the commit- 
tee on the cafe. And if it is difcovered 
that any free black, or: coloured.chil- 
dren, are kept without indentures, ‘thé 
names of the perfons fo holding. them 
fhall be entered as aforefaid, and ciofed 
by the committee’s reporty that the cafe 
is lawfully fettled ; and if by indenture, 
they fhail fet forth the period of fuch 
indenture, “and. the condition therein 
contained. 

ArT. 12. Any perfon may be admit-

A majority of thé members 
met may at any quarterly meeting, alter 
or make fuch further rules, regulations, 
and amendments from time to time to 
this Conftitution, as by them may be 
deemed neceflary and agreeable to the 
fociety ; provided, fuch amendments or 
alterations have been laid before the fn- 
ciety at a preceding meeting, 

ArT. 1g. As it is of importance that
